whole, and that ignorance and penury are the chief causes 
of their degeneration. As for an effective remedy, the 
President remarked, Elementary education widely 
deffused, introduction of Village Panchayat Courts, starting 
of Co-operative Credit Societies in each and every village, 
these three measures already commenced in earnest, 
thanks to the beneficent. Government, and lastly the 
contemplated Mettur Project, the sooner executed the 
better, will root out their maleficient poverty. Hé conclu- 
ded that while the benevolent Government has already 
proferred its helping hand and is prepared yet so to-help, 
the enforcement of the Criminal Tribes Act is uncalled 
for and may, it is feared, degrade them the lower.

people pinched by poverty are sadly lacking in educa- 
ion, common sense and manners. Our community 
though numbering more than 6 lakhs of population owns 
as per last census, 719 English educated, and 41000 and 
odds Tamil educated members which bul: an average of^ 
about 7 per cent. This only shows the want of sufficient 
patronage on the part of the benevalent British Govern- 
mentin this respect during the past 150 years. Nor 
have any new irrigation facilities been established for this 
District. It is thus poverty and ignorance that have led 
them to uncivilised habits. Unless the root cause be 
carefully nipped, other attempts willonly prove futile. 
Measures have therefore to be concerted for prevention 
of crimes and for the uplift of these people. 


27. For punishment of offences and for their pre- 
vention, Panchayats have to be appointed and Panchayat 
Courts established in important villages; and for their 
regular inspection, proper and able supervisors have to 
be nominated by the Government.
